WASHINGTON,:-May 20.—How 
the late R. L. Warner of Boston, 
an executive vice president of the 
North American Co., got a cut of 
$2 a share when a syndicate head- 
ed by Harrison Williams bought 
86.645 shares of North American 
common stock from the James 
Campbell estate in 1920 was dis- 
closed today at the Federal Trade 
Commission's public utility inves- 
tigation. Warner was paid in 
stock. The 36,645 shares consti- 
tuted 12.3-per cent of the out- 
gtanding voting stock of the North 
American system. 

E. A. Lundvall, a commission ac- 
eountant and examiner, placed in 
the record details of the 1920 deal 
whereby the syndicate paid $62 a 
share for the stock to Warner when 
it sold en the open market between 
$49 and $52 a share. Warner paid 
$60 a share for the stock to the 
Mercantile Trust Co., of St. Louis, 
executors oi the Campbell estate. 

The members of the syndicate 
besides Williams were Clarence 
Dillon of Dillon, Read & Co., bank- 
ers; T. F. Manville of Johns-Man- 
ville, Inc.; A. W. Burchard of the 
General Electric and the Electric 
Bond and Share Companies; E. H. 
Wells of Babcock & Wilcox Co., 
manufacturers; Paul M. Warburg, 
then of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., bank- 
ers, and Williams’ brother-in-law, 

R. E. Breed, of the American Gas 
& Electric Co. 
Brought Buyers Together. 

“While the purchase price of 
the stock was $60 per share,” said 
Lundvall’s report, “the respective 
participants were obligated to sub- 
scribe to the amount of $62 per 
share, the $2 per share difference 
being the amount of commission 
paid in stock to R. L. Warner, who 
it appears brought the buyers and 
sellers together. The market price 
of the stock on June 16, 1920, (the 
date of the sale) was 49-52.” 

Edwin Gruhl, vice president and 
general manager of the North 
American, said today that $60 a 
share had been paid for the stock 
because it was a large block. To 
have gone into the open market 
for so much stock, he said, would 
have raised the price about $60. 
The total paid to the Campbell es- 
tate was $2,198,720. 

Acquisition of the Campbell 
stock gave the Williams group con- 
trol of the North American voting 
stock. Almost immediately the 
board of directors and the execu- 
tive committee were largely recon- 
structed. Among those who _re- 
signed from the board were Festus 
J. Wade, E. G. Burkham, Morton 
Jourdan, all of St. Louis, and A. B. 
Boardman of New York. Harrison 
Williams, R. E. Breed, A. W. 
Burchard, Clarence Dillon and E. 
H. Wells were the syndicate mem- 
bers who became directors. Frank 
lL. Dame was made director and 
vice president. A year later he 
became and still is president of the 
system, succeeding Williams, the 
acting president. 

Williams Resigned in 19232. 

Williams and Read resigned as 
directors in 1922. Since then Wil- 
liams has had no official connec- 
tion with the North American but 
because of his large holdings in 
investment companies owning 
North American securities, he is ii- 
rectly interested in its affairs. 

Attorneys for the North Amert- 
can have placed in the record their 
explanation of the testimony of J. 
C. Dickerman, commission account- 
ant, that $1 in the North Ameri- 
can Co. controls $10 of assets in 
operating companies. . 

Dickerman said that Nérth 
American securities with a nominal 
value of $86,000,000 controlled con- 
solidated assets amounting to 
$892,000,000. While admitting this 
statement as correct, the attorneys 
claimed that if surplus, stock divi- 
dends, and other items were con- 
sidered, the stock values exceed- 
ed $213,000,000.

His attention was at- 
tracted to a story of the murder of 
Mrs. Hackett and a photograph of 
her husband, who disappeared. 
Johnson was interested. After a 
day and a night of thinking it 
over, he noted that Moran strik- 
ingly resembled the missing Perry. 
He telegraphed Wisconsin authori- 
ties and they asked that Moran be 
held. , 
Moran, police say, posed as the 
heir of a wealthy family. In his 
effects they found a letter pur- 
porting to be from J. J. Carnahay, 
Chicago, dated April 28, 1931, men- 
tioning a Mrs. Dora J. Moran as 
his mother and referring to a set- 
tlement and the fact that his 
mother was “worth several million 
dollars.”

Several St. Leuisans who met 
George W. E. Perry in St. Louis 
last fall looked at a photograph of 
Moran received by wire today and 
declared they were satisfied that 
Moran was Perry. 

Among these persons were C. C. 
Sweeney, manager of the Warwick 
Hotel, and several of his employes; 
Eli Schear, proprietor of a restau- 
rant at 414 North Fifteenth street, 
where Perry dined frequently, and 
Joseph Dolejsi, proprietor of a ci- 
gar store at 408 North Fifteenth, 
where Perry listened to a world 
series game by radio just before 
his disappearance. 


During nine months of 1930 Per- 
ry rushed back and forth through 
the Middle West, courted numerous 
women, married at least five big- 
amously, then disappeared into the 
Southwest after abandoning a St. 
Louis woman whom he had mar- 
ried. 

He was being sought for the 
murder of Mrs. Cora Belle Hackett 
when he appeared here in October 
and registered at the Warwick Ho- 
tel under his own name. Seeking 
more women to dupe he adver- 
tised for a traveling companion for 
a mythical aunt and_ interviewed 
his prospects in the hotel lobby. 

He was courting Mrs. Dorothy)

recognition of his name and his 
sudden departure. 

A former brakeman, who talked 
of books and art and world travel, 
represented himself as a secret 
service agent, Perry abandoned his 
legal wife and three children in 
Milwaukee in June, 1929. Begin- 
ning in January, 1930, he succes- 
sively married Mrs. Kathryn Geb- 
hart of Cleveland, Mrs. Hackett of 
Chicago, Mrs. Lida Downey.of El- 
dorado, Iil., Miss Elizabeth Morri- 
son of Harrisburg, IJl.. and Mrs.

The woman had taken refuge in 
a Stone Age cave, over which the 
barn was built. There was air 
there and when the rescuers heard 
her cries early today they managed 
to run in a tube through which 
they fed her some milk. 

It appeared that Gen. Dunlap 
and Briant were crushed to death 
when they rushed into the barn to 
save the woman when the land- 
slide came. <A huge rock wedged 
between two walis probably saved 
her life, but another wall fell in on 
her, crushing her leg. 

Briant and his wife occupied one 
of the cave houses which are found 
along the banks of the Loire. The 
caves, which are cut into the chalk 
cliffs, were occupied when the Ro- 
mans first visited the region.

His qualified indorsement of 
Government control of railroads 
was delivered at a luncheon of the 
Traffic Club, attended by 500 per- 
sons.

The former Assistant Attorney- 
General and prohibition prosecutor 
said.she had advised Fruit Indus- 
tries, Ltd., “to stay away from Mis- 
souri” in their: nationwide sales 
campaign. 

“I was uncertain as to the scope 
of the State law there,” she  ex- 
plained. “The sale of grape con- 
centrates is not illegal under the 
Federal law, but Missouri has a 
very stringent statute covering fruit 
juices. Consequently, Fruit Indus- 
triés has not so much as advertised 
its products out there.”’ 

Mrs. Willebrandt joined Donald 
C, Conn., managing director, in an- 
nouncing the California group has 
no connection with the concern un- 
der prosecution in Kansas City fot 
violation of the Volstead act. She 
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added that her clients plan to ask 
the Federal Farm Board for anoth- 
er $3,000,000 loan for expansion 
purposes.

FAVORS DRAFTING 
WHOLE OF NATION 
IN CASE OF WAR 


Congressman La Guardia 
Would Put All Industries 
Under President’s Con- 
trol. | 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 20.—A con- 
stitutional amendment to empower 
the President to stop the use of 
money, take over all industry, and 


put all citizens on a rations system 
in case of war, was proposed to the 
War Policies Commission today by 
Representative La Guardia (Rep.), 
New York. 

La Guardia contended it is im- 
possible to equalize the burdens of 
war, but that under his method the 
risks of inequalities would be 
equalized. “Everybody in the Unit- 
ed States,” he said, “would enter 
the service of the country, taking 
all the chances of war, and assum- 
ing the inequalities. It would be 
necessary to nationalize everyone.” 

The New Yorker said the pro- 
position of taking the profit out of 
war cannot be temporized with and 
anything short of a broad constitu- 
tional amendment would utterly 
fail “When you take a boy and 
put him in a uniform and he is 
grown up, you can not repair the 
loss to him,” he said. “He ts 
through. He gives up more than 
the automobile factory.” 

For Conscription of Property. 

The commission received a plea 
for world disarmament from Nor- 
man Thomas, former Socialist can- 
didate for President. 

Thomas said that, while there 
was no one sure panacea for peace, 
world disarmament would be of 
enormous assistance both practi- 
cally and psychologically. 

He said disarmament should be 
accompanied by American leader- 
ship in an economic conference to 
wipe out the burden of war prep- 
arations and war taxes, by recog- 
nition of Russia, “the end of the 
stupid war-breeding policy of em- 
bargo against Russia,” a definite 
end of the use of marines ‘‘as mis- 
sionaries to collect American 
debts,” and American adherence to 
the World Court and probably the 
League of Nations. 

The Socialist leader said the 
most practical thing that could be 
done would be for this country to 
announce it would pay the costs 
of any future war out of current 
taxation. He also proposed a con- 
stitutional amendment for con- 
scription of property if man power 
were drafted. 

Thomas, sitting across the table 
from Secretary Hurley, criticised 
the War Department’s plan for air | 
maneuvers over American cities. 

“These maneuvers,” he _ said, 
“could hardly be worse timed for 
their effect on foreign nations in 
view of President Hoover’s pious 
remarks on the necessity of world 
disarmament.”

ACQUITTED OF EMBEZZLEMENT 
CHARGE BY DIRECTED VERDICT 


Christian J. Zeitinger, 67-Year-Old 
Inventor, Cleared After Two 
Witnesses Testify. 

A directed verdict of acquittal 
was ordered by Circuit Judge Tay- 
lor today, soon after the start of 
the trial of Christian J. Zeitinger, 
67-year-old civil engineer,  in- 
ventor and promoter, on a charge 
of embezzlement of $1300 of the 
funds of his Gravity Realty Co., 
on May 23, 1928.

ARKANSAS RICE 
MAN $200,000 N 
DEBT TO GROWERS 


Federal Bankrupt Suit Is 
Planned to Untangle Af- 
fairs of A. U. McGill, 
Former Grocery Salesman 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

STUTTGART, Ark., May 20.— 
A. U. McGill, manager of the Mc- 
Gill Bros. Rice Mill, now in receiv- 
ership, laid the collapse of his busi- 
ness today to a series of Arkansas 
bank failures last fall, undermining 
the mill’s credit structure, and 
“general market conditions.” 

McGill, interviewed as he lay in 
bed under care of a physician on 
his return from St. Louis early to- 
day, said he owed about $200,000 
in 60-day drafts to rice growers 
besides debts to supply houses and 
paper in banks. An audit will be 
necessary to determine the exact 
status of the business, he said, but 
expressed confidence it would be 
salvaged. He said “creditors will 
eventually receive 100 cents on the 
dollar.” 

McGill said his plant, which he 
valued at $300,000, was unincum- 
bered and he and his brother, H. 
T. McGill, had carried $600,000 
worth of life insurance for several 
years. 

“I knew the collapse was com- 
ing but I didn’t think it would be 
so bad,” McGill said, “and_I still 
think we can save the business 
and meet our obligations if given 
a reasonable time.,’”’ 

$2,000,000 Yearly Business. 

McGill disclosed local banks had 
refused to accept his mill’s paper 
since Jan. 1. The mill’s business 
aggregates about $2,000,000 a year, 
he said. Computation of present 
assets, except for the plant, he 
said, is difficuit because of stock in 
transit, certain order refusal nego- 
tiations, and changing market con- 
ditions.

His physician today said he was 
suffering from “nervous fatigue,” 
and advised him to take a rest. 


The tangled affairs of McGill 
will be unraveled by a Federal 
Bankruptcy Court, Joseph H. 
Schneider, referee in bankruptcy, 
announced today. 

Schneider, whose offices are at 
Little Rock, indicated a receiver 
probably would be named today or 
tcmorrow.

after McGill mysteriously disap- 
peared, to return Sunday, five days 
‘later with a disconnected tale of his 
experiences. The Federal petition 
was filed by other creditors. 

Debts Estimated at $150,000, 

Joseph Morrison, attorney for 10 
rice growers holding McGill's over- 
due drafts, said the notes due his 
clients alone totaled $80,500, in 
sums ranging from $8000 to $1200. 
He estimated unpaid drafts to all 
the rice growers aggregate $150,- 
000 to $200,000. 

Morrison said that three months 
ago McGill issued 60 instead of 30- 
day drafts, as had been his cus- 
tom, compensating the growers by 
paying 10 to 16 cents a bushei 
above the market. This, coupled 
with the spotty condition of the 
rice market this season, contributed 
to his financial losses, Morrison 
said. 

The precarious status of the mill 
first became known publicly when 
the receivership suit was filed May 
13, last, the day after McGill's dis- 
appearance. His five-day absence 
never has been entirely explained. 

When his car was found sub- 


miles northeast of here, it 
thought at first he had been 
drowned but when the sedan was 
drawn to the surface the doors and 
windows were closed. 

Upon ‘his return fate Sunday 
night, accompanied by his brother 
and Moncrief, who met him at De- 
valis Bluff on receipt of a tele. 
phone call from Memphis, McGill 
was unable to give a detailed ac- 
count of his absence.

Car Forced Into River. 


Sending Guy Crockett, a rice 
buyer for his firm, for aid, he re- 
lated, he remained by the ma-

Two men approached in another 
car, he said, accused him falsely of 
stealing liquor, threatened him, 
rammed his car into the river and 
drove off. He said he jumped free 
as the car hit the water. 

McGill related he then walked 9 
miles to Clarendon, hired a taxi- 
cab to Memphis, was treated there 
for a nervous disorder and then 
went to St. Louis to obtain capital 
for his barge line. The.alarm was 
raised when Crockett returned to 
the river and found McGill and 
the car gone, 

McGill, who was a grocery sales- 
man prior to the world war, open- 
ed the mill shortly after the war, 
largely on credit. His rice-buying 
operations have extended through- 
out the United States and in Can- 
ada.

Roper, in the 
meantime, -had sent his second 
straight for the pin, and with only 
a five-foot putt to go. Voigt hit 
his fourth too hard and it rolled 
over the green into short rough. 
When his recovery also failed of 
the green he laid his arm on Rop- 
er’s shoulder and shook his hand 
in congratulation. 

Voigt fell two rounds shy of his 
place last year, when he went to 
the semi-finals only to lose to 
Jones by the same margin as Rop- 
er defeated him today. 

George had trouble in his pre- 
vious four rounds at the tenth and 
eleventh and those two holes to- 
day proved his undoing. The tenth, 
a 354-yarder, is a dog leg around a 
sea of rushes, and. the eleventh 
requires accurate shooting down 
the fairway, with the spear-tipped 
bull rushes on éither side, waiting 
for the. careless golfer.

A Going Concern. 


That was in the dark ages of 
the game. Today baseball play- 
ers are paid many times former 
salaries—and keep most of their 
pay. Not all of them have the 
good luck to draw big salaries, 
Or to escape the accidents and 
viscissitudes of life. And so, the 
ball players themselves have or- 
ganized to protect their unfortu- 
nates. As a group they have 
developed class consciousness. 

Since 1924 they have conducted 
the “Association of Professional 
Baseball Players of America,” 
open to players and former play- 
ers of all descriptions. A paid 
up membership, costing a nomi- 
nal sum, insures proper care and 
attention for the unfortunates of 
the organization. 


There is only one paid officer 
of the body, benefits from which 
have helped many a player who, 
in olden days, would have been 
carted off to the poorhouse or 
the public hospital to worry 
through as'best he might. In 
one instance, the annual publica- 
tion of the organization sets 
forth, a player has received more 
than $7000 worth of benefits. 


Baseball players several times 
have launched organizations of 
various kinds but heretofore 
these haye been designed to pro- 
tect the player from the mac- 
nate rather than from them- 
selves. Both the old “Players’ 
Union” and the “Players Frater- 
nity” went down, beaten. But 
the Players Association, with a 
diffcrent mission (charitable) is 
now in its eighth year and seems 
to have come to stay.

period of 1931 and 1932, accord- 
ing to a revised complication of the 
measures by his office. 

General revenre i,eceipts for the 
two years are estimated by the 
State Tax Coinmissicn at $29,754,- 
000, including a balance of $2,267,- 
191 carried over from the biennial 
period of 1929 and 1930. After 
adjustments for outstanding bills 
at the end of the 1929-1930 bien- 
nium, and setting aside of one- 
third of the general revenue re- 
ceipts for apportionment to the 
public schools as required by law, 
the commission estimated $20,954,- 
000 in general revenue would be 
available during 1951 and 1932 for 
support of State board, institutions, 
bureaus and departments.

ONCONDEMNATION’ 


Comptroller Declares Traf- 
fic Circle Award Shows 


Necessity of Permanent, 
Well-Paid Body. 


MUENCH ALSO IN 
FAVOR OF PLAN 


Proposal That Circuit Court 
En Banc Name Commis- 
sioners—Charter Amend- 


ment Necessary. 


The need for a permanent. con- 
demnation commission of well-paid 
experts, frequently suggested, is 
demonstrated by the damages al- 


lowed owners~of property to be! 
taken for construction of the Halls 
Ferry-Goodfellow traffic circle, 
Comptroller Nolte said today in dis- 
cussing the awards which he char- 
acterized Monday as a ‘damned 
outrage.” 

The damages of $2 a square foot, 
made after Raymond Hartmann. 
son of Circuit Judge Hartmann, 
who appointed the commission, ap- 
peared as attorney for the property 
owners, were 10 to 12 times the 
amount paid for the property, and 
35 to 58 times the assessed value 
for taxation. Before young Hart- 
mann appeared the commission 
had agreed on damages of $1.50 
a square foot. Nolte contended 
50 cents a square foot would be 
too much. 

“A permanent commission of ex- 
perts who should be paid salaries 
of from $12,000 to $15,000 a year 
each, would effect an actual saving 
for the city,’’ Comptroller Nolte 
said. “They would formulate a 
definite policy or method of pro- 
cedure in arriving at benefits and 
damages and instead of being de- 
layed after a few hours’ work in 
one case could pass on to another, 
thereby expediting improvement 
projects. 

Charter Change Necessary. 

“IT am told that this would re- 
quire a charter amendment and I 
have not gone into the practical 
operation of the plan to any great 
extent. As for the method of their 
selection, probably the best way 
would be to have members appoint- 
ed by the Circuit Court en banc, 
The theory is good and it is prob- 
able that the naming of such a 
commission would prove practical. 

City Counselor Muench also ad- 
vyocated a permanent commission 
such as one now operating in Phil- 
adelphia, he said. Pennsylvania 
laws, however, permit property to 
be taken over immediately and 
damages determined later, he ex- 
plained. This is not possible in 
Missouri. 

In a Jetter to the Citizens’ Su- 
pervisory Bond Issue Committee 
five years ago, Muench stated: 

“A great many of our difficul-

ITALY'S SUPPORT 


Principle of Limiting 
Trained Reserves and 
War Materials Called 
“Too Idealistic’. at Geneva 


SPAIN IS WARMLY 
‘IN FAVOR OF LEAGUE 


New Republic’s Attitude 
Wins Praise of Dr. Cur- 
tius—Henderson Chosen 
to Preside at 1932 Parley.

GENEVA, May 20.—Renewed de- 
bate in the League ‘of Nations 
council today on the principle of 
limiting trained reserves and’ war 
materials disclosed that Germany 
had lost Italy's support in this con- 
troversy over the provisions of a 
proposed general disarmament 
treaty. 

The question was raised when 
the council aftempted to deter- 
mine the form of a questionnaire 
which the States will be requested 
to fill out preliminary to the con- 
ference next Feb. 2. The form 
would disclose the current state of 
each country’s armaments. 

Julius Curtius, Germany's For-. 
eign Minister, urged .the use of a 
form which would include a re- 
port on the status of trained re- 
serves and war matertals on hand. 
Arthur Henderson, for Great Brit- 
ain, characterized that as “too 
idealistic’ and pointed out that 
the Preparatory Arms Commission 
already had rejected the principle. 

Aristide Briand, speaking for 
France, reiterated his country's 
case against limiting trained  re- 
serves and supported Hender- 
son's suggestion of a tabular form 
harmonizing with the provisiong of 
the draft convention produced by 
the Preparatory Commission. 

Italy Supports Britain. 

Dino Grandi, Italian Foreign 
Minister, also cast his vote for the 
British formula, asserting that the 
Italian Government ‘believes the 
question of principle should. not be 
reopened. At the Preparatory 
Commission Italy supported the 
German stand.

, The Case for Traffic Vigilantes. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
OUR editorial’of last Thursday, head- 


ed “A Traffic Spy System,” is calcu- 
lated to mislead people we are trying to 
reach for safety’s sake to impress them 
with the importance of the Traffic Vigil- 
antes Committee of the St. Louis Safety 
Council. It is conceded by the Board of 
Police Commissioners, the Chief of 
Police and the Post-Dispatch that there 
are not enough police officers permitted 
by the Legislature of Missouri properly 
to do all of the police duty required in 
the city. Traffic violations, therefore, 
suffer neglect while the police are de- 
voting their time to other duties. 
Jt is not intended by the Executive 
Committee of the St. Louis Safety Council 
that the traffic vigilantes shall be either 
snoopers or policemen. Our records show 
that 64 persons have been killed in St. 
Louis by automobiles so far this year 
against a record of only 56 last year. 

The analysis of the St. Louis Safety 
Council shows that every accident that 
occurs in St. Louis ts the result of some- 
body’s carelessness. We cannot prevent 
this carelessness except by educating 
automobile drivers to be careful. Auto- 
mobile drivers do not violate traffic laws 
in front of uniformed policemen. If that 
is so, how can these violators be dis- 
covered and the violators warned better 
than through the reports of earnest, sin- 
cere men reporting them to the St. Louis 
Safety Council? 

This Traffic Vigilantes Committee will 
not attempt to do: police work or con- 
tact with offenders, but the report of 
the violation will be sent to the St. Louis 
Safety Council on a blank provided for 
that purpose and the vigilante will sign 
his name to authenticate his good faith 
and his knowledge of the violation. 

Where the offense is of a minor char- 
acter, as no lights, one light, parking 
without lights, a courteous letter will be 
sent to the offender calling his attention 
to the gravity gf the offense committed 
and the fact that careless slips such as 
his lead to accidents, maiming or the 
killing of men, women and children, and 
he will be urged to drive and act care- 
fully. Previous experience with a@ suc- 
cessful traffic observing committee 
brought to us polite and apologetic letters 
from $5 per cent of the people warned. 
The other 6 per cent were chronic of- 
fenders. 

In the case of major violations, as 
driving through safety zones, passing 
street cars when loading, driving to the 
left of street cars. running the red light 
on traffic signals, failing to stop at boule- 
vards and major streets and other high- 
ly unsafe practices, information would be 
turned over to the Police Department 
* and the Post-Dispatch could hardly call 
'4t snooping to have such an offender 
brought before the Captain of the Police 
Traffic Department and talked to. He 
is a potential killer. 

St. Louis is not alone in having a Traf- 
fic Vigilantes Committee. Several other 
cities find tremendous value in such a 

measure of safety conservation. 

, An important point of the St. Louis 
method will-be the compilation of sta- 
tistics which cannot be secured other- 
wise as to the prevalence of certain kinds 
of carelessness. If we find that passing 
boulevard stops or light signals is in- 
creasing in number, this fact from our 
records can be given to the Police De- 
partment and their uniformed police of- 
ficers can and will act accordingly. 

Reduction of accidents in St. ‘Louis 
end the minimizing of the killing of 
old men and women and schoo! children 
is the province of the St. Louis Safety 
Council just as much as its activities in 
watching over safety in the homes, the 
industrial plants, the schools and in the 
playgrounds. And the establishment of 
the Traffic Vigilantes Committee is our 
method, carefully thought out, success- 
fully tried out once before, to bring this 
about. . 

We hope that the Post-Dispatch will 
see this fine work through our spectacles 
and will lend to it the same fine co- 
operation that we have had from you in 
all of our work in other directions to 
save human lives.

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| CHIEF JUSTICE HUGHES’ OPPORTUNITY. 

The best way for Chief Justice Hughes to answer 
the charge that he is upon the side of illiberalism 
was by his works, and that is what he is doing. 

He was upon the side of the majority this week in 
upholding Indiana’s right to levy-special taxes upon the 
chain stores. The chain stores have precipitated a 
spirited issue in almost every part of the United 
States. The Supreme Court did not pass upon the 
question whether the chain store is good or bad. All 
it did was to say that the states can single them out 
for taxation, so long as such distinctions are 
‘not unreasonable or arbitrary. ‘ The liberals in Con 
gress are immensely heartened by the decision, for 
beyond the chain stores Me much graver questions 
awaiting definition of the rights of the state. The 
indiana case put up to the Supreme Court one of the 
most vital of our economic issues. Senator Brookhart 
says the decision means, among other things, that the 
states can stop gambling on the stock market by tax- 
ing sales, a remedy which Senator Glass is also seek- 
ing by way of Federal law. 

In the little more than a year that the Chief Justice 
has been back on the Supreme bench, he has consist- 
ently sided with those who could usually do no more 
than dissent. Together with Justice Roberts, the 
Chief Justice has given a majorfty voice to the most 
languishing of all our liberal causes. He has held 
invalid a clause in California law which makes it a 
felony to display the red flag as a sign of opposition 
to organized government. He joined in a majority 
opinion this week that the State of Ohio can tax 
natural gas within her borders notwithstanding 
the pipe lines through which it comes into Ohio are 
in interstate commerce. In another opinion he agreed 
that the California Railroad Commission had the 
right to order the building of a $10,000,000 passenger 
terminus in Los Angeles. Earlier he had upheld 
a corporation excise in New York which opened to 
the states sources of revenue closed to them before 
he and Justice Roberts came to the bench. 

In writing the majority. decision in the California 
case the Chief Justice expressed an opinion as to 
one of the most trying political situations in the Unit- 
ed States. Yetta Stromberg, a native American of 
Russian parentage, was convicted upon the charge that 
children at a camp to which she was attached had 
assembled each morning to salute the Soviet flag and 
promise allegiance to it. Like the shooting in Nica- 
ragua, which was begun by our marines, the restric- 
tive laws of\California are chiefly .responsible for 
overt minorities which keep the Congressman Fishes 
of California {n a constant uproar of view halloo. 
Enlightened opinion throughout the country has 
condemned California in the Stromberg case for mak- 
ing a mountain out of a molehill and a horrible ex- 
ample of a misguided girl. The court held the clause 
of the law relating to the display of a red flag defec- 
tive in that its inclusiveness punished all opposed 
to organized government without specifically exclud- 
ing those forms of opposition which were admittedly 
legal. Writing the opinion, the Chief Justice declared 
this clause repugnant to the fourteenth amendment 
to the Constitution and said: ' 
The maintenance of an opportunity for free 
political discussion, to the end that Government 
may be responsive to the will of the people and 
that changes may be obtained by lawful means, 
an opportunity essential to the security of the 
republic, is a fundamental principle of our con- 
stitutional system. 

Certainly none of these decisions has justified lib- 
eral fear of where the Chief Justice would stand. If 
he is to continue voting with what was so long a mi- 
nority, those fears were groundless. The course of 
action which the Chief Justice has apparently chosen 
for himself cannot fail to add to his already consid- 
erable historical stature. It must dissolve, if he per- 
severes in it, every doubt of his essential sympathy 
with democracy. After all, the Supreme Court of the 
United States makes the great republic what it is. 
If we renounce our birthright, the Supreme Court 
alone can be the instrument of that renunciation. 
The uproar in the Senate when Mr. Hughes was noni- 
inated arose naturally from tendenctes of the Su- 
preme Court to veer toward privilege. The Baltimore 
street. railway decision, which immediately precipi- 
tated it, gave affirmative emphasis to an economic 
apostasy that would have horrified the men who 
sought to free man in the new world from the abuses 
of the old. The Chief Justice has an opportunity the 
greatness of which is indicated by the lengths to 
which we have departed from the dreams of the 
founders. 

If he chooses to do so he can rededicate the na- 
fion to its ideals and in so doing make himself, as 
the founders are, illustrious.

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PLUGGING A LEAK IN THE ZONING LAW. 

A very much needed improvement in our zoning 
law is provided by a bill now pending in the Board 
of Aldermen. Under it, proposed ordinances changing 
the classification of pieces of property would be re 
ferred to the City Plan Commission. If-the commis- 
sion or 10 per cent of the property owners in the

Alderman Wimer’s bill to repeal the condemnation 
procedure for opening and widening Clark avenue 
crystallizes the cha!!enge raised in the recent series 
of fights against street improvements. If St. Louis 
is going to yield to every complaint about taxes for 
betterments, the people might as well say good-by 
to civic progress. The bill should be defeated. 

An able citizen committee and a special committee 
of Aldermen are engaged in studying the matter of 
special benefit taxes for street widenings and other 
public works. If they can find better means than 
the existing system, for financing these things, the 
city’s practice should be revised. In the meantime, 
the city should adhere to the present methods. Con- 
demnation commissioners are still working on the 
Clark avenue matter. Alderman Wimer fears that the 
benefits which these commissioners have yet to deter- 
mine will be a burden on the property which must 
bear them. Nobody knows yet what the benefit levy 
will be. It is within the power of the commissioners 
to make these charges fair and equitable, and they 
can avoid an undue overlapping of the benefit dis- 
trict in this case with that of the nearby Market 
street widening.

After eight months in Europe, American observer concludes economic system is endan- 
gered, chiefly by arms burden and fear psychology; soldiers.everywhere and tension 
in all quarters; calls France chief obstacle to peace, in huge military machine and 
suspicions of Germany; urges co-operation among rulers, so far sadly lacking.

IGHT months in Europe—ranging from 

London to Constantinople and studying 

conditions at first hand. What is the 
final upshot? What are one’s ultimate 
opinions? What does one make of it all? 

Primarily, the gravity of the situation 
and the dangers which overhang Europe 
stand out in my mind: the economic and 
financial chaos on every hand, the bad 
psychological] state of ore country after the 
other. And then the dread specter of mili- 
tarism and war that looms over all. Every- 
where it appears as if the present economic 
System were tottering to its fall. 

To one of the foremost German statés- 
men I summarized my impressions by say- 
ing that there was agreement among those 
with whom I talked in Germany that if 
Europe continued to be governed as it is 
there would not be a capitalist government 
left in 10 years. To which the statesman 
replied that the 4igure was entirely too 
high; that it would be nothing like 16 years 
if things went on as they did. He himself 
is, moreover, terrified by the tension on 
the Polish-German border; he had just re- 
turned from there and was astounded by 
the state of nerves and the absorbing fear 
of his countrymen, What would happen if 
an officer commanding a Polish or German 
patrol should icse his head and permit 
some minor aggression? He did not know; 
he lived in dread of it. 


Fear, hate, hunger, poverty, the deadly 
lack of work, the loss of hope—one meets 
them on every hand. They dog one’s foot- 
steps in the streets of Istanbul, the byways 
of London, in every lane of every German 
town. Turn where you will, they are there. 
You cannot escape them among the bare 
hills of Sicily, on the plains of Rumania, 
on the mountaig slopes of Bulgaria, wher- 
ever farmers produce and cannot sell. 

Yet everybody knows there are ways out 
—if only statesmanship could’ lend itsel? 
to the task; if only eld hatreds, old nation- 
alist ambitions, old, long-since-outworn 
rivalries and jealousies did not prevent. 
Let no man look upon this scene and de- 
clare that there is a bright side to war, or 
that war accomplishes any moral reform, 
or frees men’s minds, or safeguards democ- 
racy, Or creates a hew order of life. The 
truth is that you cannot wander about 
Europe and believe that the World War is 
over; it will not be in its consequences in 
our lifetime. 

_ Next to the danger of economic collapse, 
the specter of war and the preparations for 
war remain, I most vivid with me. 
Soldiers everywhere. The late Gen. Tasker 
H. Bliss, when ‘acting as one of our peace

This is what Europe looks like today, 
dressed up in its uniforms, in its old uni- 
forms of hate, oppression and slaughter, 
those uhiforms meant to hide the most 
grinding poverty, suffering and despair. 
Not in Germany, of course, nor in Austria 
or Hungary, for these are disarmed.. Yet 
so strange is humanity that in those coun- 
tries the demand grows steadily that they, 
too, shall be armed, shall dissipate their 
resources, shall have the right to waste 
manpower, to pile debts upon debts, to be 
as stupid and as foolish as ali their neigh- 
bors.

PPARENTLY it will again 

be demonstrated that the 
worst things do not happen. 
Much anxiety has arisen over 
international differences con- 
cerning the proposed customs 
union between Germany and 
Austria. A serious impasse was 
feared when the question came 
up for discussion among the 
powers at Geneva. But without 
difficulty five most vitally in- 
terested nations have indicated 
that the preliminary subject of 
legality should go to the world 
court. 


It would be difficult to pro- 
vide a better illustration of the 
great importance as an instru- 
ment of good will'and peace of 
that high tribunal. Germany 
and Austria claim a right to 
make a treaty. Other nations 
claim that such action violated 
a treaty made with them. With 
the present state of European 
feeling a diplomatic decision 
would be most difficult. But 
the interpretation of treaties is 
usually the clearest kind of 
judicial question, It appears so 
in this case. As the result of 
the existence of a court of com- 
petent jurisdiction instead of a 
long dispute with a threat of 
force over technicalities we 
have the orderly process of rea- 
son and law. Such a settlement 
of international disputes is of 
inestimable value.

The one-time cut-rate barber, ac- 
cused of changing his trade to that 
of the swindler and stock manipu- 
lator, bilking thousands of English 
investors, walked into the Federal 
building with his attorney. 

Complaints against him were 
signed by Godfrey Haggard, British 
Consul here, who will seek his ex- 
tradition to London for trial. The 
Broad Street Press, Ltd., is the 
principal complainant. 

As he awaited arraignment, Fac- 
tor dictated a statement asserting 
that accusations against him were 
“utterly without foundation.” 

“T have no detailed statement to 
make at this time,’’ he said, “‘ex- 
cept to say that all that I have read 
about myself in the past few days 
is absolutely false. The statements 
about me and the members of my 
family which have been maliciously 
circulated are utterly without foun- 
dation. I have appeared voluntar- 
ily because I know that the charges 
that have been made against ma 
are untrue. ... The attitude of the 
British authorities is that I should 
be placed in jail and denied my op- 
portunity to defend myself against 
this persecution. 

“TIT am here to meet squarely the 
charges against me, but I feel that 
my constitutional rights to bali 
should not be denied.”’
